Can you imagine a community 
with a population of 1,678 without 
a church or chapel of any- king? 
—Florida has one. It isn't a pleas- 
ant or desirable community in 
which to live.—It is our State 
Prison at Raiford. 

When this fact was called to 
my attention not long ago I could 
not believe it. While I had never 
given the matter any thought, I 
‘was confident that a Chapel ex- 
isted at Raiford. In the thirty, 
years of the institution’s existence 
there has never been a chapel as 
auch. 

The religious program of the 
prison and the work of personal 
_ couselling and activities have heen 
maintained by the resident chap- 
lain as well as possible without the 
facilities provided ministers out- 
aide the institution's walls. 

Now, after 30 years, the state 
is getting ready to provide a 
chapel and the Board of Commis- 


sioners of State Institutions ‘has 


recently announced an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for a building. 
No provision, however, is being 
“made to provide 
worship equipment. All the state 
proposes to do is provide .the bare 
- unfurnished building. If it is to be 
furnished, funds for this purpose, 
which architect estimates place at 
$13,500, will have to come from 
‘private subscription.

hand. 

That is what Chaplain Shep- 
herd is asking Floridians to do. 
He realizes that it is impossible 
to raise the sum needed from. the 
meager ‘contributions of -the pris- 
oners themselves.—His. church is 
not blessed with wealthy parish- 
ioners. P 

He is asking civic clubs, wom- 
en's organizations and religious 
groups of any and all denomina- 
tions to give such aid as they can. 
He feels that the work to be done 
in Florida's State Prison is even 
more important than foreign miss 
sions or other activities for which 
large sums are ‘raised every year, 
and looks to the outside church to 
come to‘his aid in solving this 
problem. 

Here indeed ‘is a worthy project 
for your club, your Sunday School 
or your Church to undertake.

inational, designed to serve the re- 
ligious needs of all, the task of 
supporting the project applies 
alike to all groups. 

The amount needed could be 
raised in one Sunday, if the minis- 
ters, priests, rabbies and pastors 
of our churches throughout the 
state would. bring the matter to 
the attention of their people and 
call for a small donation.

New Fishing Rod 
Is Invented By 
Jacksonville Man 


JACKSONVILLE — An idea -- 
born to a fisherman as he strug- 
gled with a four pound trout — 
materialized today and was added 
to the archives of piscatorial his- 
tory. 

First of the new “Twentieth 
Century” fishing rods invented by 
Walter L. Rives, of Jacksonville, 
came off the production line at 
Rives’ factory. Wrapped in red, 
white and blue and suitably in- 
scribed, the rod was mailed to 
President Truman at Key West. 

“Happy fishing—to -the Presi- 
dent of the United States,” the in- 

ati 4, 
scription on the aluminum alloy 
handle reads. The rod grip itseif 
was especially made of red, white 
and blue plastic. a 

“And I hope,” grinned Rives, an 
ardent fisherman himself, “that 
Mr. Truman lands a record Florida 
fish with it.” 

* The ‘Twentieth Century rod, 
which has a number of outstand- 
ing “new features, was given an 
actual workout by Paul G. Mains. 
outdoor editor, radio commentator 
cecretary-treasurer of the Florida 
Tackle & Gun Club. Mains, known 
throughout Florida as “The -Oid 
Kingfish” and recipient of the 1947 
state gold medal for conservation 
work, returned from the St. Johns 
River with abounded enthusiasm 
for the new type rod. 

“It's a natural,” Mains said.

Rives’ rod differs from stand- 
ard rods in: that the tip is set 
above the reel so that the line 
runs through the guides under- 
neath the rod, thereby preventing 
contact between the line and the 
rod. This prevents any chafing or 
hitching the line over an upturned 
end jguide. The center of gravity, 
he maintains; is lowered and a 
more perfect balance is obtained.

It was about six months ago, 
while Mr. and Mrs. Rives were 
fishing near the famous jetties at 
the mouth of the St. Johns River, 
that .the idea for a “different” 
kind of rod came to him. 

“I had hooked into what turned 
out to be a four pound trout,” 
Rives explained; “and I was using 
a nylon line that had become bad- 
ly frayed from rubbing against my 
rod. `

afraid that ‘my line, still rubbing 
against my old-style rod, was go- 


ing. to break. I did some robust
